learned defensive driving in 
traffic and discussed student 
discipline. During the year, 151 
drivers completed a non-com- 
pulsory first aid course taught 
by volunteers from the fire de- 
partments and Rescue Squad. 
Forty went on for an advanced 
course. 

The training program has al- 
ready shown its merit. Gimbert 
said that from Jan. 1 to June 1, 
1966, there were 24 accidents of 
all types. "The lightest scrape 
must be reported." After evaul- 
uation, officials determined 16 
of those were preventable. 

A similar study was made 
this year. In almost the same 
period there have been only 
15 accidents, six preventable. 
And there are 11 more units in 
service this year than last, plus 
increased traffic and more con- 
struction areaSk 

The bus driver is responsi- 
ble for both passengers and 
vehicle. Discipline is essential, 
Gimbert said. "A driver cannot 
afford to be caught between tra- 
ffic problems and children 
acting up. It can be nerve 
wracking." 

The ultimate punishment, 
used only in extreme cases, is 
banishment from the bus. If a 
student will not obey the driver, 
then he is reported to the school 
principal. Next, parents are 



called in by the principal and 
w^ned that the child may be 
excluded from riding. Some 
are. 

A set of rules is posted on 
all buses. Parents at most 
schools receive copies. 

Another phase of driver 
training is the actual operation 
of the school bus. After a stu- 
dent passes a written pre-test 
on a Defensive Motor Vehicle 
Driver manual; she is allowed 
to practice with a bus set aside 
for this purpose on the trans- 
portation garage parking lot. 

When the driver feels com- 
petent she is checked out by 
Gimbert or his assistant. Rex 
Bolton. Following another 
written test, similar to the 
state driving test of the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles, 
she is ready to take the state 
test. "Very few fail it after 
our tests," Gimbert said with 
pride. 

After passing the DMV test, 
a driver is assigned as substi- 
tute. Before she can drive, how- 
ever, she must ride with an 
experienced driver and observe 
for six hours.' Then she is 
allowed to drive an empty bus 
until the regular driver thinks 
she is ready for a loaded one. 
Next she spends oneortwodays 
driving loads with the regular 
driver along.

Three hundred and fifty-six 
years is a long time, but that's 
as far back as some of Vir- 
ginia's dairy cows can trace 
their ancestors— as far Iwick 
as those first few bleak years 
at Jamestown. 

The Virginia colony was first 
settled at Jamestown in 1607, 
and just four years later— in 
May, 1611— the first cattle 
landed. This was about nine 
years before the first pilgrims 
stepped ashore at Massachu- 
setts' Plymouth Rock. 

The first cattle were used 
for meat, milk and as a source 
of draft power for the colony. 
By 1627 their numbers had in- 
creased to about 5,000, although 
they were frequently preyed 
upon by bidians, wild animals 
and diseases.

Sun Report 

Council Considers 
Two Canal Routes 

Virginia Beach City Council is currently pwiderlng wli^ to do 
about re-starting work on a major canal from North Bay to 
Rudee Inlet. A city dredge began the camQ In late 1M5, and tt 
council halted it In May of 1966 when- the Navy sA Dun Nedt 
raised some questions on the route. "^ 

The city hired Langley, McDonald and Overman, ocHisaltlag 
engineers, to study the canal problem and make recommendattoDS. 
The engineers recommended one route, which is a contiauatloo 
of that already dredged, and an alternate In toe Dam Ne<* area ; 
for part of the same route. 

Quoted below are summary excerpts of the engineers' report ' 
which council has before It along with a recommendation from 
the Dredge Commission: 

Study Authorized 4 

"By resolution dated July 25, 1966, the City Council d Vir- , 
ginia Beach authorized an Engineering study to d^ermine tiie" 
possible effects of the construction of a tidal waterway con- : 
necting Back Bay (North Bay) with the Atlantic Ocean trough 
Rudee Inlet and to report on tte study. 

"The entire purpose of the study and report is summarizecT 

3S fo I lows ' 

(a) to determine, in the light of ordinary engineering and 
economic considerations, the best location, dimension, and 
arrangement of a new waterway between North Bay and Rudee 
Inlet which reasonably satisfy the needs described elsewl»re, 
namely to improve drainage, permit small boat traffic, and 
possibly increase within reasonable limits the salinity o( the 
Back Bay waters and at the same time reduce the turUdity 
of these waters. No attempt has been made in the study U) 
discriminate as to the relative importMice of these several 
functions: 

"(b) to determine the likely effects of such a waterway 
upon the environmental features of adjacent lands and water 
bodies. The ultimate ecol<^c effects of any envlronmratal 
changes are outside the scope of the study and must be dder- 
mined by others. " 

'Certain Conclusions' 

"The report sets forth certain conclusions reached follow- 
ing the study. These are summarized as follows: 

"A. A waterway designed to serve the threefold purpose 
of Improving drainage and providing for future drainage needs, 
of permitting for the operation of small craft througlwat Its 
length and of providing a means of regulating water quality 
in Back Bay will be a complex facility. Its operation will 
likewise be complex. 

"B. The largest volumes of water introduced Irto Back 
Bay as a consequence of the contemplated waterway project 
are likely to be either sea water from extremely high ocean 
tides or an even larger mixed volume of sea w^er and storm 
runoff occurring when an extremely high wind tide ccAncIdes 

with heavy precipitation. In either case, the intrusion of sea 
water into the Back Bay water body by a course which was not 
op«) to It in the natural state will be a major element of tlie 
consecpiences of that project. 

"C. In ttie light of the judicial principle prevalUi^ In 
Virginia that surface water is the "common enemy" to be 
defended against with all due consideration of other rlgiits and 
public Interests; and of the complex nature of the rights and 
Interests involved which include the common law rights of 
property owners to defend against surface water; the right sod 
doty of the municipality to facilitate such defense; the rigM ot^ 
other property owners to be protected against the effects of 1* 
drainage diversion and the municipality's duty In that connedk»:^ 
the pr(^erty rights as well as Uk more eminent rlgtte of tte ' 
United States In connection with the two Naval facilities wUdi 
could be affected; the rights of the Commonwealth in cooMetiOD 
with its military establishment at Camp Pendleton, and of Its 
people in the preservation and utilization of the wlldUfe re- 
sources of the area, to say nothing of a number of otter ri|^ 
which may spring from the st^utory powers of cognUaat 
regulatory agencies of the City, State and Federal Govemmnts. 

"D. In addition to the cost of the excavation of the Canal, otter 
Items of construction cost that would be encountered Include: 

(a) clearing of timber within the Canal proper and the dis- 
posal areas, 

(b) rights of way and disposal areas', 

(c) construction of cul-de-sacs at hlg^iway termlnatioDS and 
new rpad connections at certain locations, 

(d) structures for drainage and small boat pasage, 

(e) construction of a minimum of three tpultl-box culverts 
or medium level bridges at highway locations. A median level 
bridge in this instance would be considered as having a vertical 
clearance of 16 feet at mean high water." 

Five Recommendations 

The report contains the following recommenoatjons: 

"1. It is recommended that If the benefits to te derived 
from improved drainage, the provision for small botf trafSe 
and a method of artlfically introducii^ salt water Ii^ Back Bay 
are sufficient to Justify the cost, and in the abs^Ke (tf an m- 
favorable legal opinion, a drainage canal be designed and con- 
structed along either Alternate Route A (which shifts part of 
Route C away from Dam Neck), or Route C (which runs adjuotf 
to Dam Neck beyond where dredgii^ is finished), in accordance 
with the general plans which are Included in this refnrt. 

"2. It is recommended that If the waterway Is bdlt, con- 
trolled sluiceways be provided in connection with Lake T^wns^ 
and Redwing Lake, and a program for their operi^ioo te es- 
tablished. 

"3. It is recommended that provision be made fbr rs^lar 
tide gage and salinity readings in selected locattcms In ttie water- 
way and in Back Bay Including North Bay and Shipps Bay. 

"4. It is recommended that a tide gate be provided in ttie 
waterway between South Birdneck Rc»d and General Boodi Boole- 
vard. This would be clewed under extreme high tkbl CQiidlti(»s 
In Lake Rudee and might be closed at times when ttie salinity 
in Back Bay reached detrimental proportions. A program for 
the operation of this gate would have to be estaklshed. 

"5. It is recommended that a s<q>plemental report te made 
after an investl^tion and study of existing biAMe curtains and 
the ^ost efficient and economical method of providing a tide 
gate."

^Boom^ Base Is Booming 



When the Navy at 
Dam Neck celebrates 
its 25th anniversary 
June 17 to 18, an in- 
teresting problem Is 
that few people in new 
Virginia Beach's 200- 
plussquare milesare 
unflwiliar with what 
goeson at Dam Neck. 

Some still remember It as 
south of Old Virginia Beach 
(the boardwalk resort area) 
when Dam Neck had its be- 
ginnlog in World War II. Since 
Qie merger of Princess Anne 
County and old Virginia Beach 
Into this new city over four 
years ago, the training base 
at Dam Neck ihas become the 
fastest-growing military base 
among four in Virginia Beach. 

A lot has happened since 
Rear Adm. P. D. Gallery, USN 
(Ret!^ launched the base while 
a lieutenant near the start of 
the world war. 

Located on Route 615, Dam 
Neck has been sheltered since 
1942 by the two miles of swamp 
and woodland that se[»rate it 
from the highway. 



Dam Neck is located on an 
1100 acre site bordering the 
ocean, between Camp Pendle- 
ton on the north and Sandbridge 
on the sooth. Daily more than 
3,000 Naval personnel are en- 
gaged in training in some of 
the most sophisticated weaponry 
in tdday's Navy. The pri- 

mary command is the Fleet 
Anti-Air Warfare Training 
Center, commanded by C^t. 
William N,Homei:4;apt.Hom«- 
is also commanding officer bf 
the Fleet Computer Pro- 
gramming Center, Atlantic, and 
be is responsible for the 
support of all other tenant com- 
mands in areas of housing, 
recreation, transportation, se- 
curity and maintenance. 

The Fleet AnU-Air Warfare 
Training Center (or FAAWTC) 
is the oldest facility at Dam 
Neck. Founded In 1942 Just after 
Pearl Harbor, it originally was 
called the Fleet Antl-Aircraft 
Training and Test Center. Older 
residents of the Beach can 
probably still remember the 
days when the gun line flred 
day and night to train ttte oB- 
icers and men who were later 
to defend ships from hostile 
aircraft in the Pacific and 
Atlantic. The Gunline still 
exists and it still fires liveam- 



muniticm at drone aircraft twice 
a week. 

That equipment has become 
updated now, of course. Gone 
are the 20mm and 40mm anti- 
aircraft guns from WW D. Now 
there are 3 inch 50 caliber, 
5 inch S8 caliber and 5 inch 54 
caliber rapid fire wea^wns.One 
of the ftrst AAW (AnU-Air War- 
tare) weapons to be used In the 
war, ttM 50-qaU>er machiDe 
giffl, Is aboirf to be Installed 
again as part of the training 
program for ships crews going 
to Vietnam. 

Another departmeot at 
FAAWTC is the Combat Intor- 
mation Center training. Hie 
CIC is the tactical nerve cen- 
ter of naval ships, and at Dam 
Neck the officers and men re- 
ceive training in their jobs In 
both q^erationand maintenance. 
The Center provides mockiqs 
of actial Combat Informatimi 
Colters of several different 
types of ships complete with 
radar, plot boards, sound- 
powered telephones and tacti- 
cal problems. Also trained In 
this departmait are Air Inter- 
cept Controllers, Oie officers 
and chiefs who will control 
attack and fighter aircraft from 
carriers and picket destroyers. 



Capt. Homer's other com- 
mand, Fleet Computer Pro- 
gramming Center, Atlantic (or 
FCPC), has a mission similar 
to that of FAAWTC. The Com- 
puter Center plans, formulates, 
constructs, revises, tests and 
distrilHites computer prograne 
for Combat Direction Systems 
such as be Naval Tactical Data 
System Installed in combatant 
ships of ttie Fleet. 

This $6 million center was 
commissioned In March 1963 
and is manned by Naval offi- 
cers and men who work with 
civilian counterparts from the 
Data Information Systems Di- 
vision of the International Tele- 
lAone and Telegraph Cor- 
poration. 

The biggest of the "con- 
fusing" tenant commands is the 
U.S. Naval Guided Missile 
School commanded by Capt. A. 
H. Galvani. Training at the 
Guided Missiles School (or 
GMS), is divided into three 
areas. The first is the MissUe 
Technician Class "A" school, 
where students are trained in 
the basic principles of guided 
missiles.

The building of a library in 
KempsvUle Borough may lead 
to development of a branch city 
government complex similar to 
one being developed hiBayside. 

Under consideration as a pos- 
sible library site is the Bellamy 
Manor home site and approxi- 
mately nine acres surrounding 
It on Kempsville Road near 
Providence Road, it was- re- 
vealed at a city Library Board 
meeting this week. 

The Library Board sent a 
recommendation to City Council 
that it "feels the area is quite 
suitable," but pointed out the 
library operation will require 
only one acre and a new building. 

The property was brought to 
the board's attention by City 
Councilmen Albert Bonney and 
George Ferrell who, according 
to Mrs. Roger Oberndorf, raised 
the possibility the City might 
construct a police precinct and 
recreation area there. 

The purchase of the land is 
expected to come before City 
Council Monday since other 
buyers are interested in the 
property. T. M. Bellamy Jr. is 
asking $50,000 for the nine 
acres, Mrs. Oberndorf said. 

The Library Board is an ad- 
visory group and can take no 
action on purchasing the site. 
It was asked by City Council to 
recommend a library site, how- 
ever.

Sun Report 

FBI Chief Speaksi 
On Klans and Gunis 

J Edgar Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of Ipvesti- 
gation, stirred some controversy when he testUied etrlior Oils" 
year before the House Subcommittee on Anxn^rta^ofis in 
Congress. 

This Sun Report has excerpts from the newly-poWttked re- 
cord of Hoover's appearance, on some msUters of interest to 
Virginia Beach residents. A "Mr. Smith" quoted In part of the 
dialogue is Rep. Neal Smith of Iowa. ' 

CoUege Demonstrations i 

Hoover: "One of the most effective means utilised by tiie 
Communist Party to reach the hearts, minds, and souls of youag 
people is through its 2-year-old youth front, the W. E. B. DuBois 
Clubs of America. This group, together with oU»er so-called 
"new left" organizations such as the Students for a Democratic 
Society work constantly in furtherance of Uie aims and ob](^tiv«| 
of the Communist Party throughout the Nation. 

During the past year these groi«)s have seised upo^^ery 
opportunity to encourage agitation and foment discord amfiiigthe 
youth of our Nation and ^ times have completely disru|)ted Uie 
normal operation of some of our large universities tor extended 
periods of time. In an article which recently appeared in an 
official publication of the Students for a Democratic Society, a 
national officer of that organization proposed the form^i^ <tf a ^ 
student movement which would "radicilly transform" Uie imi-" 
versity community and provide for complete coiUrol of schools 
by students. He urged students to demand the right to decide for 
themselves what rules should govern Qieir actions, or whatiier 
they need rules at all, and indicated that if student demands are 
not met they should stage mass demonstrati(»is,dt-lns,bo]KOtts, 
and strikes." 

The Klan Groups 

Hoover: "Currratly, there are 14 Klan-type organizatldns in 
the United States with an estimated total membership (d over 
14,000 hard-core Klansmen, and there are thousands of sym- 
pathizers. There has been increasing Klan membership activity 
in several Northern States. 

The FBI's Intelligence operation in regard toOwKlan notoDly 
assists in the investigation of violations of laws wlthittte 
Bureau's jurisdiction, but it has also enabled us to disseninte 
a vast amount of information regardii^ Klan activities to oMier 
interested Federal agencies. ^

"In addition, we regularly furnish State and local authorities 
with information pertaining to violations over irtiich they have 
primary jurisdiction and constantly keep the local anthi^ties 
advised of activities such as rallies and demoostratkxiB since 
these could lead to violence or other civil disturbances. 

"A vital part of any investigation of the Klan groqis is the 
constant develi^ment of racial informants, and we hayecootiaied 
our intensified program to thoroughly infiltrate the Klan at all 
levels. 

"Hate-type and extremist organizations generally exM under 
the mask of patriotism, anticommunism and concern far flte 
destiny of the country. They apply their own deflidtloD of Sm 
direction in which the Ni^icm should proceed and any (tevl^iiMi 
from ttis course is blamed on the influence of mioority i 
They frequently resort to threats and vtolence to 
those yipo are n<^ in agreement with them and in this iray dny 
dtiteiB ^r coastltotional rtghts. ^ 

"Thnre are 14 of the hatc«typeand extremist groqp„wttha 
total membershiji of under 600, which are under InvesttptkB 
by the FBI. bieloded are such organisations as the American 
Nazi Party, the National State Rights Party, and the Deacons oC 
Defense and Justice, Inc." 

Gun LegisUUion 

"Mr. Smith. You mentioned the statistics that indicatt goos 
are used in most crimes or in the vast majority of crimes. Do 
you have any comments to make about gun legislaticn? 

Mr. Hoover. I am very much in favor, Mr. Congressman, of 
gun legislation. 1 realize that it Is a very controversial sabted. 
I also realize there are very strong lobbies against gotng alt the 
way on gun legislation. 

The Presidrat in his recrat message to Congress recommwded 
that there be gun legislation enacted and had certain HmltaHoM 
as to lAiat guns it would ap|dy. 

As to bow far Congress should go, that is iq> to it to aake the 
decision. As I pointed oat in my testimony Uiis morrilnf, the 
murders of law oiforceroeiA officers have be«i coosummatadby 
handguns, rifles and diotguns— principally by haalgatt. 

Mr. ^ith. What type of law do you ttank would help most to 
keep guns out (^ the hands of these individuals? ^ 

Mr. Hoover. I thii* mail-order purchases should be hamed. 
You remenAwr the gun used in the assaaination of President 
Kennedy was a mail-order gun bought from a Chicago flrin. I 
think that registration of guns should certainly be reqairdl by 
local authorities— I think the local authorities can do ar ^mt 
job in this fieU— but the Federal Government mrat do scHneUlbil. 
You have interstate transportation—. 

Mr. Smittu Are you speaking of registratlra itf poi sold or 
all gmis owned? 

Mr. Hoover. I wodd thi^ the utt^ia, if you could tver attain 
it and I im\A if it is practical at the presoit time, woold bt to 
register all gims. Yra have to get a Mctme for your dog. Toa 
have to get a license to drive your car. You have to g^ a lieaiiM 
to go ii^ various business ventures. I see no greiU pr^len to 
the individual in requiring all guns to be registered, if ^ owner 
has nothii^ to hide and if be is a law-aiding dttam. There are 
stroi« arguments ttiat it will interiere with q»rts, wltt inntliv 
and the (»nstituttonal ri^ to bear arms. If ^ best ttiU codd 
be (tone would be to g^ the registratitm of handguns, ttiat wtMid 
be a step^n tte ri^ directiim becaise they are Qw guns Out 
are used uli^pallv in murders.

In area A. (south of a pier at 
Little Island Recreation Area), 
surfing is allowed at times pre- 
scribed by recreation officials, 
usually sunrise to sunset. 



In area B (south of Little

Let her, and no one else, deal with the press; (k>n't let anyone 
else go over her head. You handed her ttie job; trust her with it. 

FOR THE NEW PUBUCITY CHAIRMEN: 

Newspapers have deadlines; they must be met. A weekly's 
deadline may baffle you; at times Uiey baffle us, too, Init none- 
theless, they exist ami must be adhered to. 

Whoi possible, give us the news ttie minute it h^^ns. We may 
of necessity have to bold It lor a tutare release date, but better 
that we bold it ttan you. 

EvoTooe, It seems, belongs to a diOt, and iHiile we plan to 
publish all the club news that we can, a poiitf to ponder is tb^ 
while your club news is of itaost impor^ice to you, is it to all 
the thousands of other readers?

Honip in the waves, toast 
yourself tan, ride horseback 
along the water's edge, play 
golf or tennis on championship 
focilities, charter a jeep along 
Virginia's own staric outer 
banks, take the children for a 
romp in the amusement park, 
go fishing on one of two piers, 
or charter a boat. At night, 
dine and dance under the stars 
while ship lights parade across 
the horizon, or visit the Alan 
B. Shepard Civic Center and 
hear many of the nation's top 
recording artists. 



Yes, Virginia Beach has just 
about everything for those on 
the go. A boardwalk art show, 
a music festival and national 
surfing competition are among 
the highlights of the summer 
season. 



A few miles West of Virginia 
Beach on Shore Drive is another 
one of the state's family beach- 
es, Ocean View. There is 15 
miles of vacation playground 



along Ocean View. A large 
amusement park is always a 
delight to both young and old.

The Virginia Beach city ad- 
ministration and its backers are 
strongly opposing a Norfolk- 
proposed payroll tax and any 
idea of creating a state boun- 
dary commission to take 
annexation matters out of the 
courts. 

Those Issues, which set the 
Democratic primary scrap here 
afire, developed when Norfolk 
Mayor Roy B. Martin appeared 
at a hearing before the Virginia 
Metropolitan Areas Study Com- 
mission.

Martin suggested a city pay- 
roll tax on the earnings of "both 
residents and non-residents 
who pursue a gainful occupation 
within such city." John R. Sears 
Jr., president of the Norfolk 
Chamber of Commerce, pro- 
posed a boundary commission, 
claiming annexation laws in 
Virginia are obsolete. 

State Sen. William P. Kellam, 
running on the Administration 
Team in the primary here, 
immediately attacked the idea 
of a payroll tax. B. R. Middle- 
ton, a House of Delegates candi- 
date with the opposing United 
tean^followed suit. 

Kenneth Whitehurst Jr., run- 
ning with Kellam as a House 
of Delegates candidate, blasted 
the lx)undary-commission pro- 
posal, saying present annexa- 
tion laws protect Virginia Beach 
and the Administration Team 
will oppose doing away with 



them. - 

Dr. T. Marshall Hahn, who 
lieads the study group, told the 
Sun in a phone interview that it 
is "interested in" the boundary- 
commission idea, but it is "too 
early" to say if the group will 
recommend it to the 1968 Gen- 
eral Assembly. He said there 
is little interest in the payroll- 
tax idea. 

By this week, Sidney S. Kel- 
lam, local political leader with 
statewide influence because of 
his position as Virginia's Dem- 
ocratic National Committ- 
man, questioned the possible 
effects of a state commission 
to handle future boundary prob- 
lems. 

Sidney Kellam, brother of 
William said "nobody would 
be on speaking terms with his 
neighbors" among Tidewater 
cities, if boundary disputes de- 
veloped. 



When the Norfolk proposals 
came up at the Hahn Commit- 
tee's hearing. City Manager W. 
Russell Hatchett of Virginia 
Beach virtually ignored them 
and presented Virginia Beach 
suggestions. 

He stressed that cities in the 
•Tidewater Metropolitan Area" 
have been and should continue 
"working together in ever-in- 
creasing areas of cooperation," 
including in the General As- 
sembly. 

He said an estimate Virginia 
Beach's population will reach 
245,000 by 1980 is "extremely 
low," and studies and coopera- 
tion should be initiated to find 
"a metro water supply for the 
Tidewater complex with each 
locality operating its own dis- 
tribution system."

Sun Report 

Behind Prison Walls: 
Restore or Punish? 

Otis L. Br^, director of the Virginia Department of Welfarelft 
and Institutions, received little attention in the press when he 
recently spoke to members of the Southern States Prison Associa- 
tion at Myrtle Beach, S. C. 

The Sun considers his speech ^ significant one for the future 
of Virginia Beach as well as the rest of Virginia, and here are 
excerpts from it: 

During the first Half of this century, the evolution of our 
Southern prison systems, by and large, proceeded slowly -by 
comparison, I should add, with tl>e changes taking place outside 
our prison walls in the South. 



There has been a quickening, however, in the past decade. An 
awakening to the need for change, an awareness that our prison 
systems are not keeping pace with a rapidly changing society. 

The question we a|;e faced with today is what kind of change 
shall it be? If our present systems are not doing the job they 
ought to be doing, then what approaches are needed? What 
direction should we take? Full speed ahead - or backwards? 

To many of you, the toought that we should consider reversing 
or slowing down the direction in which our experience has 
pointed us during the past decade is foolish. 

I should remind you, however, that the FBI, an organization 
for which 1 hold the greatest respect, issued a report only a few 
weeks ago in which the trend to rehabilitative programs was 
challenged. 

I disagree with the implication of the FBI report that appro- 
priate punishment must be ignored if fruitful programs of 
rehabilitation are to be pursued. There is a time and a place tor 
both in a total correctional program. 

In fact, I believe that punishment is, and it should remain, an 
essential element of an effective and well-run Correctional in- 
stitution. I see no valid reason for assuming that rehabilitation 
is a satisfactory substitute for the proper use of {xinishment, 

'Life on the Outside' 

Let's look at how life in a correctional institution should 
differ, broadly speaking, from life on the outside. 

First, perimeter security should be adequate to restrain the 
inmates assigned to a particular institution, whether it is a 
minimum, medium or maximum security facility. 

Second, there should be adequate internal controls and super- 
vision of activities. 

f 

Third, there should be a fair and impartial system to dispense 
punishhient for the minor iiffriction of rules and regulations. 

We all know this. But why, basically speaking, cannot the dif- 
ferences end here? 

Is it really necessary for life in our Correctional institutions 
to be as different as it is now from life on the outside' 1 some- 
times get the impression that life in our institutions would present 
an adjustment problem to our more emotionally stable citizens. 

I am convinced that these differences need not t)e so great as 
we now make them. 

What useful purpose is served by perpetuating an institutional 
environment founded iflwn tte concepts afld penal practices of a 
half-century ago? No other field of government, especially in 
our Southern states, has changed as little in this century as 
Corrections. 

We then give lip service to rehabilitative programs or we 
blame our legislators for not properly funding such programs, 
bi many cases, the parsimonious trait of our lawmakers can be 
traced to our own failure to adequately document and cogently 
present the needs of our Correctional systems. 

But the time arrives when we do get the money to start a new 
and direly needed program. So what do we do'.' We overlay that 
program on an archaic system. We try to fit it in. As we used 
to say o n the farm where I grew up, we "make do." 

'South Rising A gain ' 

It's the you-know-what generation, and weareall in it whether 
we like it or not. 

In a sense, the old crack about the South rising again has come 
true. A surge of growth has brought dramatic changes-educa- 
tional, industrial, economic and social changes. 

If our Correctional systems are to keep pace, they, too, must 
change. We, as administrators, must be the catalysts. 

Where shall we start? I offer these proposals as a beginning. 

1. Let us establish adequate training programs for our guards. 
When hiring, how often are you able to find trained custodial 
officers? 

2. Let us cooperate in the establishment of regional college- 
level institutes for correctional personnel. 

3. Let us campaign to keep politics out of prison adminis- 
tration. 

4. Let us expand our professional counseling staff and our 
academic and vocational teaching staffs. 

5. Let us seek the ^tablishment of separate, well-sta£fed 
receiving and diagnostic centers. 

6. Let us expand, through regional cooperation, air research 
faciliUes. 

7. Let us explore better ways of confining and rehabilitating 
Inmates, of re-creating a more normal environment in our In- 
stitutions and of minimizing the differences between the outside 
world and the prison world.

Bluefish start biting off Sea 
Gull Pier, Williams says, 
around June 15, and they don't 
let up until mid-September. 

The Chesapeake Bay is fam- 
ous for three sizes of blue- 
fish, two of which are caught 
from the pier. These are 
"tailor blues" which weigh 
about a pound and are gener- 
ally caught at night, when they 
come' near the surface for a 
look at the bright lights of 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel. 

The second kind of bluefish 
that abounds in the waters off 
the pier is a "snapper blue," 
weighing from one to four 
pounds. The third member of 
the species, called simply a 
"blue," weighs from four to 
25 pounds and is rarely seen 
closer than 15 to 20 miles 
out in the ocean.

Based on informatioD from 
Washington, here are some as- 
pects of a new Military Selec- 
tive Service Act which Presi- 
dent Johnson is e^^ected to 
sign any day: 

* The president would have 
to defer anyone enrolled full- 
time in college who asks for 
a defermeitf, and the stud^it 
would keep tiie deferment until 
he received his bachelor's de- 
gree, dropped out of college 
or reached his 24th birthday. 

* The president could ter- 
minate deferment, but this is 
believed to be unlikely today

There are many chemicals 
on Qie market to kill weeds, 
insects, fUogi, bacterid and 
prevent disease. Before you 
buy, however, be sure that it 
will do the Job that you want 
it to do without doing harm to 
the plant that is parasitized. 

Many plants are especially 
sensitive to hormore injury, 
for instance. Hius, when a weed 
killer is used in the iffoxiroity 
of certain plants, if the slight- 
est bit toudies the plants that 
put mi quite often die. 

The same role applies for all 
of the chemicals. An insecticide 
will nrt kill a fungus, and a 
fungicide will not kill an insect. 
Bactericides are specific for 
badaria, an! weedicides are 
developed fbr weed control, al- 
tiiough desirable plants are quite 
frequently affected. 

tlie best idea to keep in 
mind is: Know what the prob- 
lem is and kaow what is the 
best way to combat the problem.

A British Analysis 
Of Virginia's Mission 

Because of what it moms to the Hami^n Roads area, ttta 
Sun Report offers the British view of a recoit Virginia trtds 
mission to European countries. 

Reprinted below is jan article published in the Fiaancial 
Times, of London^, gl^ea* Britain's equivalent to the Wall 
Street Journal: 

Why do 200 Belgian and American businessmen gather at 
a run-of-the-mill luncheon to hear the Govei-nor of the Comm- 
onwealth of Virginia speak on "Virginia, its industry and its 
agriculture?" Partly curlosty, partly to meet old Ari»ds, bat 
mainly because it is good business. 

The Governor's speech to the local American club is the 
inevitable high point of a stop on the tour of an American 
trade mission. The mission itself is a wandering group of 
top business executive and state officials who try to stir up 
new markets for exports in a series of lightning visits to 
European cities. Local business r^resentatlves are oftea 
interested to learn if the mission means any profits for ttiem 
as middlemen in their own market, and hence they are willing 
to nibble the American-style chicken and prol)e the potential 
of their visitors. 

'Seriout Attempt* 

The most^istinctive characteristic of Uie trade mission Is 
that each is sent by a state; 33 of the 50 American states 
have sent such delegations to all parts of the world bat mostly 
to Europe. In contrast to the Canadian Federal Governmait 
which is often uneasy about the peregrlnatioos of Qu^c and 
other provincial officials, the American Government fully 
suRwrts these independent initiatives. They are meant to sell 
American goods, which helps the balance of payments, so 
there is no thought given to the constitutional propriety of One 
mission, s 

The trade mission may be an excuse for a Governor wlQi 
higher political aspirations to learn a bit about internatioial 
relations, have himself photographed in strange sounding places 
and still seem to be doing his job. Such Republican hopefOls as 
Michigan's Governor George Romney and Ohio's Governor 
James Rhodes have made such trips. Or the mission may be 
really a holiday, with sho|q;)ing for accompanying wives and ' 
night-clubs as the principal order of business. But expw- 
ienced observers say that such missions mean very little 
business is actually transacted. 

Hie recent Virginia trade mission, however, is an example : 
of a serious attempt to Increase that state's exports to Bel- 
gium, Sweden, Italy and Spain. The group was kept to 32 
members, wives were left at home, and the delegation, heed- 
ing the warnings of U.S. embassy officials, did not enjoy them- 
selves too (4>trasively In the evenings. 

like all such missions, the Virginia trip brought few dir- 
ect sales. Only the one member of the delegation who already 
had extensive foreign trade contacts. Mr. F.J. Ruderhauseo, 
president of GBC Virginia Laminating Company, made some 
sales through the agents he already had in Europe. Mr. Rud- 
erhausen, who employs only 40 workers, was considered a 
valuable guide by meml>ers of the mission win employ 30 
times that many but who had never ttwught of marketing over- 
seas. He was also the only member who spoke aiqr of the 
languages of the countries visited. 

BaUmeed Grmtpt 

The essential aim of the mission is to engage in "bee to "^ 
foce business diplomacy" as a member of the Virginia groiq) 
called it. Initial contacts are made which may later be turned 
into concrete business deals. For e.xample, Mr. Robert Gor- 
don, president of the First and Merchants Bank, met several 
European bankers and obtained promises that t^en the volume 
of trade justified their maintaining balances in Virginia bonks, 
they would keep him in mind. He considers this kind of in- 
formal agreement well worth the $2,500 that the t>ank payed 
for his trip. 

Arrangements for business contacts on the tour are made 
by the local American embassy in coc^ration with the De- 
partment of Commerce in Washington and by the,state's own . 
"embassy." Since 1955, several states or port authorities 
have established trade promotion offices in Eurtqw. In Brussels, 
for example, in addition to the Virginia office there are also 
offices of the Delaware River Port Authority, the New York 
Department of Commerce, and the Massaclnisrtts Port Auth- 
ority. Even the distant ports of Georgia and Los A^eles have 
offices in Europe. 

The state chamber «f commerce, which is usually called iqioo 
to select the members of the trade mission, is careful to main- 
tain a balance among industrial groups. The Virginia deleg^ioD 
included three bankers, a textile executive, three officials of j 
ftirnitote-producing firms, two concrete latxlucers, five rep- ' 
resentatives of agricultoral production and distribution groups, 
and a travel agent. 

Pitch for TourittB 

As well as seeking outlets for their products, members of 
the trade mission were trying to sell their state to the Eur- 
opean tourist. Many American tourists centres are overlooked 
by the foreign visitor, who omcentrates on New York, Wash- 
ington, New Orleans and the West Coast. Virginia hopra to 
tempt the foreign tourist with its Axalea festival and Mount 
Vernon, the home of George Washington. The delegatl<Hi is also 
eager to sell the state as a potential msirket for Eurc^eu 
goods, because mxaj of its members are ready to become 
sales representatives for the people they me^ <m the toor. 

The Virginians and Uieir counter parts from other states do 
not come to Europe because markets have dried up at home, 
but they have come to regard the Eurc^ean market as pot- 
entially as attractive as thdr own West Coast market. It it 
not much farther away and the challenge of dealing wiili a 
new business situation appeals to them. 

Whether or not a trade mission is a succms can only be 
evaluated some time after the members r^um home. They 
usually feel that they have seen the rlg^ pe(^e in Eorqpe, 
thanks in part to having been accompanied by ttie Governor. 
Many of them are already making plans to come back to a 
no longer unfamiliar market, ami this time to sell. If diere is 
eventiially a profit, the missi(»> was worth the effort.

The Hampton Roads Sanita- 
tion District (HRSD) plans to 
open contractors' bids July 20 
for the second-to-last stretch 
of a sewer interceptor line 
being extended across Virginia 
Beach's suburbs. 

A spokesman for HRSD said 
the tedding involves I2,00Q feet 
of 36-ineh concrete pipe to be 
installed l)etween Wishart Road 
and Shore Drive. 

Installatton started recently 
on another phase of the pro- 
ject— 18,000 feet of 24-inch pipe 
along Virginia Beach Boulevard 
between the Thalia area and 



the intersection of Great Neck 
Road aixi the boulevard. 

Some other phases already 
are complete. The entire in- 
terceptor line is scheduled for 
completion by next summer 
along with a huge sewage treat- 
meat plant near Little Creek. 
It is about 30 per cent com- 
plete and is part of a "Clean 
Water " program. 

A difficult phase of tne sew- 
age treatment system, which 
HRSD is developing in cooper- 
ation with the Virginia Beach 
city government, is an under- 
water outfall line for the Lit- 
tle Creek plant. 



The HRSD spokesman said 
McLean Contracting Co. plaji&. 
to begin burying the outfall 
line a distance of 3,200 feet 
in the bottom of Chesapeake 
Bay by the end of this month. 
It will extend into the bay on 
a line east of Little Creek's 
south jetty. 

The city government in re- 
cent years has been develop- 
ing service lines to connect 
with the HRSD interceptor. It 
also will pick up waste now 
being treated at some private 
systems along Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, and at the old city 
plant near the oceanfro nt.

His portrayal of ttie old- 
est Day son who Is infatuated 
with a house guest is a good 
one, but occasionally leans just 
a shade toward a simpering 
child instead of a rising Yale 
freshman.

LIFE WITH FATHER is the 
good life, and deserves to be 
witnesses by all in this age of 
chaos. Things Vere easier in 
the 1880's in New York, and 
the Wedgewood {dayers have re- 
created it beautifully for us.

1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 cup water* 
1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

2 tsp. vanilla 

1 9- or 10-oz. pkg. pie crust or homemade |de crust mix 
(about 2 cups) 

2 cups whiiq;)ing cream 

Chocolate curls or shavings (optional)* 

Place chocolate, sugar, water and cinnamon in small saucqwu 
Stir over low heat until sauce is smooth. Remove from beat, wU 
vanilla, and cool to room temperature. 

Blend 3/4 cup sauce into pie crust mix. Divide into 4 parti. 
Using spatula or hands, press or spread each part over bottom 
of inverted 8-inch round or square or 9-inch rmind cake pan to 
within 1/4 inch of edge. Bake in hot oven (425 degrees) 8 to 10 
minutes or until firm, if'tiecessary, trim edges to make layers 
even.

Are Way of Life J 

This Sun Report acquainte otir readers vitli a Uttle-knpitrn 
aspect of higbway planning and building In Virglnit. QaMed , 
below is the text of a release nuiiledoat by the Virginia Depart- * 
ment of Highways:* 

Aerial photogr^>hy means many things to many people, but it 
means everything to some. 

To the flying four of the Virginia Department of Highways, 
aerial photography Is a way of life. R has to be, for the duties, 
responsibilities and asslgnmeirts are numerous. 

C. E. Pfeiffer, Jr., is officially called a highway location 
engineer, but he's better known around the office as chief 
pilot— the man in charge. 

Second In command Is W. L. Owen, Jr., pilot, and thlRITs 
co-pilot W. M. Jeffries. Jeffries also-serves in the capacity of 
ptK>tographer when necessary, although Wayne Butler is usually 
the man behind the camera. 

Surveyor Did Job 



Prior to Congress' approval in 1956 of ttie National System 
of Interstate and Defense Highways, almost all surveying for 
location of new roads was done by survey parties on the ground. 
However, the scope and extent of interstice highways prompted 
the Department to contract consultants for aerial pbotogra{riis. 

Pfeiffer was working In the field as a chief of survey party 
for the Department in 1957 idien he was asked to organise the 
aviation section as a part of the division of location and design. 

A former World War npll(^wiQil$ years of engineering back- 
ground, Pfeiffer proved to be a wise choice. In the first year, 
Pfeiffer's aviation secticm was credited with saving the Depart- 
ment nearly $50,000 In omsultant fees. 

Commissioner Douglas B. Fugate (dien assistaitf chief en- 
gineer) was a strong supporter of aerial pbotography. In sm- 
noundng the purchase of the Department's first idane 10 years 
ago, Fugate said, "We can do as much work in 15 minutes 
with photogrammetry as we can do in several days in Qie field."

Forest lovers beware. TTie 
itchy season is back. 

Along «^ the crowded 
beaches and sun-burned noses, 
somiBf t> marks Oie return of 
the itchy pests: poison ivy, oak 
and sumac. These plants can be 
found^ almost anywhere Da the 
area, especially in wooded 
locations. 

Since there is no perman- 
ent immunity to these tttree, 
the American Medical Asso- 
di^cm advises: 

Learn to recognize what these 
plants lode like and avoid them. 
Poisott ivy and oak are Oiree- 
leaved plants which grow as 
low bushes or climbing vines. 
They may be entwined with 
honeysuckle and other climb- 
trs. Poison sumac grows as 
"•I shrub. 

If you have been exposed 
jremove ycnir clothes and wash 
all affected areas witti warm 
water and soap; then sponge 
«itti a 50 to 70 percent al- 
oAnT solMon. tJsing Tobb 
^oves clean your clothes with 
an oil solvent and soapy water. 
Then, dry them in the sun. 

Don't scratch the frfroples. 
AlUiough there is no cure for 
the itch, wet dressings of bo- 
ric add or epsom salt sol- 
ution bring some relief; so 
does calamine lotion. 

If inflajnmation is extensive, 
call your doctor. 

If you must be near poison 
plants, or work with them, ap-^ 
ply a 10 percent sodium per- 
borate ointment on all exposed 
skin. After contact with the 
plant, wash off the oiirtmeat, 
and scrub all clothi^; even 
shoelaces.
